Her presence ofmind and noble courage cnab- 
Jed her to assist in’ restoring rightful authority 
over the.ship. ‘The testimony o Jebangen im- 
plicating the second mate of the barque, led to 
the trial of that officer, named’ Henry Doucett, 
(a British subject, and native’ of Nova Scotia,) 
who was honorably acquitted. “The testimony 
of Dr. John G. Kerr, superintendent of the Hos: 
pital in which Johansen’ hag, been under treat- 
iment for the fortnight, establishesthe fact that he 
is able to leave the Hospital; and has sustained 
no permanent injury, : 

The penalties prescribed in the United States 
statutes for acts of violence by seamen against
